as meritorions. This Cotton ſince I-underſtood to.be a Prieſt of the

Which Diſcourſe I. did diſcover to Mr. Walter Drury, whom I 
did aflift in the Service of his-Cure at Sandburit in the OGunty of 
Kent ; and he told me, that that Mr. Cotton had talked as badly, or 
rather. worſe to him, but he had ſufficiently told him his wn, fo 
- that Cotton was fhy of having any farther Diſcourſe with lWFabout 
thoſe Matters; and withal Mr. Drury having threatned to complain 
of him, Mr. Cotton did withdraw from that Family, and another

In the Year 1672, I was acquainted with one Keimaſh, who was 
very perſwaſive in his Arguments to have brought me over to their 
Church; - he then frequented Arundcll-houſe in the Strand, and- was 
a Fellow that had inlinuated himſelf into the Acquaintance of ſe- 
veral Divines of our Church, and brazged that he had- recon- 
ciled above thirty Miniſters of the Church of England : but I found 
him' a debanched lewd Fellow, and ſo my Acquaintance ceaſed 
with him ; for it was a hard Matter, unleſs in a Morning, to find 
\ _ him ſoher.. I found him afterwards to have been Chaplain to the

In- the Year 1672, I. left Mr. Drury's Cure, and held a Living of 

my own, which I reſided upon for ſome time, called Bobbing in Kent, 
and from thence I went and ſerved his Majeſty at Sea as a Chaplain, 
where 1 found many Difficulties by reaſon of Sickneſs of Body. I 
refreſhed my ſelf at Tangire : There was one Gerard an Iriſh Domi- 
nican, thatupon the firſt ſight of me, required of me, Whethey the 
Catbolick Religion was eſtabliſhed m England ? (this was inthe Year 1674. 
in the Month of fri!) and 1 told him No:- Why then, faid he, the

. Friar, 9ou will fee in time. In ſome few Days we had notice of a 


Peace with the Dutch: What then, ſaid he, our great King of France 
is not at: Peace with them, and he muſt do the Work. 


In the Year 1675, I had obtained an Intereſt with Henry Duke of 
Norfolk, they Earl of Norwich, and Earl Marſhal of England, who 
was very kind to me upon the Account of my contending earneſtly 
for his Right of Preſenting to a Living in the Dioceſs of Chiche- 

er, to-which Eiving the then Biſhop (a turbulent Man) pretended. 
a Right of Collating : And in the Year 1676, I was made his Chap- 
lainz-eand* I calt the whole Family of the Norfolk Howards to witneſs 
to my Fidelity to him and to his Children, tho I am but churliſh- 
ly-uſed by ſome of them for my Truth and Fidelity to my Lord 
and Maſter; but God forgive them. for their Ingratitude to me, 
eſpecially Charles Howard, who owes me more than I ſhall mention _ 
here ; but I alwayshad a Thonghtthat Popery rendred a Man incapa- 
ble of being grateful to his'Friend. 


I, in the Service of the Duke of Norfolk, came acquainted with ' 
ſeveral Prieſts ; and being then reſolved upon a ftridt Inquiry into 
their Deſigns againſt us and our Religion, and Laws and Liberties, 
JT met with one Berry a Prieſt, that had been a Jeſuit, but had left 
that Order through ſome Diſcontent and Madneſs that had ſeized 
the poor Wretch, as he hath told me, He was a Scholar in Cambridg, 
was a Miniſter in England, if he told me the Truth, then turned Je- ” 


 ſvit, and then (as before) left that Order and became a ſecular Prieſt, 


and then came to the Church of England, and was a Curate at Berking, 
and ſince.is gone to the Church of Rome again.

' I was by LZangworth reconciled to the Church of Rome, he was then 
Confeſſarius to the Ld Petre and his Family 3 and upon my being recon- 
ciled, I was brought to Mr. Strange the then Provincial of their Order, 
who admitted me into the Society. of Jeſus: when I'was admitted, it 
was reſolved by the Jeſuits that I ſhould paſs the time of my Novitiate 
abroad in diſpatching Buſineſs for the Society, which I chearfully accep- 
| ted, and therefore accordingly they provided for me. When I had paid 

-Mr. Luke Roch, Commander of the Eiſcay Merchant, Earneſt for my Paſ-_ 
. age to Bilboa, the ſaid Strange, then Provincial of the Order, gave me 
100 Piſtols for my Supply, m order for my Paſlage io Spain, and 
for my neceſſary Expences there, and ordered me whatMoney I ſhould 
need, exharting me to be as good a Husband as I couldFfor they had 
great Occaſions for Money, What Letters they ſent by. me I have 
ſet forth in my Narrative, - but when I had got a 10 pang 
Knowledg of the Delign, I found the, great Reaſon mby they woula mur- 
der the late King was, becauſe be had deceived them; and in-Spain they 
aſlured me he had been reconciled: to their Church, and that upon 
his Reconciliation, the Society in Spain had contributed 3000 Piſtols 
to his Support, which, was- paid in by Father Courtney, ſometime 
_. Provincial of the Jeſuits in England. I faw. ſeveral Letters written 
to one Father Knot, in which the late King did teſtify his Zeal for the 
Catholick Religion, and promiſed to reſtore it whenever he ſhould come to the. 
Enjoiment of his Right in England ; and that till he had an Opportuni- 
. ty to do it, they ſhould have all the Connivance in the. World ; and it 
the Caſe ſhould be ſo hard with him-when he-came to the Crown, that

T bad intimated to his Majeſty, and withal told me, if I had come 
to- him} privately and acquainted- him with the Plot, - he. could. of 


. himſelf have daſhed it, and: though I deſigned well, yet the Diſcove- 


ry of it had created a Jealouſy in the People of him. 


Then I acquainted him with his-Letters to the Nuns of Ghent, when: 
he borrowed Money of them, which they waited for ſeveral Years. 
here in England : now he in that Letter did declare to them he would 
reſtoxe- their Religion when he.came to his Right, and that was ano- 
ther Reaſon that provoked the Party. againſt him ; and that Sf. Ger- 
mane, a French Feſuit, bad ahand in the Murder of Killigrew's Man, when 
be lay upon the Couch in his Majeſty's Cloak. | 


Here the King interrupted me, and commanded me to take no- 
farther notice of that Buſineſs, declaring he knew more than I could 
tell him in- that Afﬀeair of Xill;grew's Man ; but withal again repeated 
the great Jealouſy the People had of him, and that it was much en- 
creaſed by ill Men, that did labour to poſſeſs Peoples Minds againſt 
him, and ſaid, unleſs an extraordinary Care were taken, the Phana- 
tick Party would rebel, and very much inveighed againſt the Dsſſenters, 
and thought himſelf in.as much danger. from them, as from the Po--

That upon the Diſcovery. of- ſeveral Papers found about January, 


1672, at one Folliff a Taylor's, I did obſerve that the late King: 


Charles the Firſt (unleſs his Hang was counterfeited) had commillion-- 
ed ſeveral Iriſh toriſe; and withal I ſaw Inſtruttions giver to them- 
to give the Engliſh no Quarter.: and 1 ſaw a Letter of his to a Titular

f aw in thofe Papers ſeveral Paſſes given to-thoſe of the Rebels 
that fled out of . Ireland, nuponthe reducing of that Country, wherein 
they ſhed much of Proteſtant Blood : theſe-were recommended by 
" King Charles the Second, to ſeveral Miniſters of the Court of Spam, 
as Perſons that had eminently ſerved his Father in reducing their

Theſe things I intimated to the King, and thought to have diſcove- 
red them to the Parliament ; but the King told me that it would fa- 
 vour of Malice, and that my Silence of theſe things would intitle me to 
his Favour, and that I ſhould never want. - Beſides all this, his High- 
neſs Prince Rupert did engage me whenever I met with any thing 
that might refle& upon the King, I would beſparing there, becauſe 
the Publication of thoſe things might tend to alienate the King's 
Heart from the frequent uſe of Parliaments, without which the King- 
dom would never rid it ſelf from the apparent Danger of Popery. 


I do further declate that the Jeſuits did tell 'me that the commg 
over of the Princeſs Henrietta; was in order to the making way for the re- 
ſtoring the Catholick Religion here in England ; and that the Breach of 
Peace with the Dutch was by them contrived, and by the Ie King 
conſented to, in order to reduce thoſe States to the Catholick Faith ; 
and that it was thought fit to begin the publick Exerciſe of the Romifh 
Religion in Ireland, and to grant a General Toleration here z, in or- 
der to which, 1600 Prieſts of all Orders, and of divers Nations 
were ſent over, and moſt of them were kept here on a Main- 
tainance for :ſecret Service, and others by the then Duke of York in 
half-pay, as disbanded Officers: but this being all defeated by Par- 
lament, they were much irritated againſt the King. And farthermore 
the Jeſuirs acquainted me that the late King had diſpatched an Envoy 
_ to the King of Poland, toengage him in the Catholick League, for 
that now the Catholick Princes of Europe were fully reſolved to extirpate. 
the Proteſtant Religion, and that the French King, his Majeſty of Great 
Britain, and his R. Highneſs the D: of York, 'were Heads of this League, 
which League his Majeſty of Great Britain had not carefully obſerved, 
but gave way to his impertinent Parliaments ; but that they might not 
hirder this good Delign, the French King had agreed to the Ter 
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his then Royal Highneſs the D.:of York of remitting 300000 l. per annune 
for 3. Years, by any means the late King might be diſpatched out of 
the way,there being notruſt to be put-in bim, that was not only unfaithful 
in all his Promiſes and Oaths made to them the ſaid Jefuits and Catho-: 
licks, but was an Apoſtate from the Catholick Religion, and therefore not to

This Negotiation was carried on by the Lord Powis, the late Earl of 
Berkfhire, and Coleman, and St. Germaine, all which I communicated 
to his Majeſty in private in the Prince's Lodgings in Whitehall ; who 
gave me Thanks for not communicating theſe things to the Parlia- 
ment, and told me that he was fully convinced now of the Reaſons and 
Grounds the Papiſts had of taking away his Life : and the Prince faid, 
I pray-God your Majeſty. continue in: that Opinion, for now you may 
ſee that they are a fort of People not to be endured in a Civil Govern- 
ment. Good: God, ſaid the King, is this the Kindneſs that is to be 
ſhewed me for al! the Favours I have ſhewed that People ? At which 
his Majeſty wept : This was in the Month of January 1675, or Febru-

"The Prince then bad me withdraw 3: and ſent for me the next 
day, and conjored me not to communicate one word of the Difcourſe 
I had with the King : for, ſaith he, it will.neither be ſafe for the King, 
nor you, nor any of us, if this ſhould be reported; Of which In- 
juntion the Prince heartily repented, and ſodid I of my Promiſe ; 
which i have now- publiſhed, to undeceive my Countrey in their No- 
tions they had of the late King. 164 ; | ET 


His late Majeſty did ever favour the Popiſh Intereſt, as being 
the greateſt Favourers of 'Monarchy, though I have faid that Popery 
and a Common-wealth were reconcilable,and often would inſtance the 
Republiques of Yenice and Genog- At: which his Majeſty ſaid, that 
there were the Footſteps-of Menarchy even in thoſe Republiques.
